THESE 46 Words, with 
the other Particles, (hers, there, where,) and Words ending in (-ward) 
with the Reſt of the Particles, in the 21ſt,, 22d, and 23d Page, oc- 
curring ſo often, there was an abſolute Neceſſity alſo for ſhortening 
fome of them. | | 

You may remember I told you, that the five Significations con- 
tain or make up at leaſt one third Part of any, Engliſh Book: I add 
further, that the Particles do likewiſe contain or make up at leaſt 
another third Part of any Engliſh Book, as is evident by comparing 
them together; ſo that both contain or make up at leaſt t —“ Thirds. 

By Particles, J mean the four undeclined Parts of Speech, to wit, 
the Adverbs, Conjunctions, Prepofitions, and Hiterjections.

Nan are about ten Words among the Particles, which are 
written by MARKS; becauſe they could not be conveniently ſhort- 
ened by the Letters, &c. or ſhortening Rules, to wit (bebind, below, 
but, inſtead of, round about, together, altogether, &c.) but theſe are 
_ ealily remembered. IHE Particles are to be learned as you did 
the Pronouns; by reading them twice over, and writing the Short- 
hand of them once over, on a Paper apart. 

THE Specimen written by the ſhortening Rules, Signs of the Moods,

FRoM this you may obſerve, that there is no Occaſion or Neceſ- 
ſity for joining two or more of theſe Nouns or Verbs together in one, 
becauſe the Speaker is neceſſarily obliged to ſtop, or draw his Breath, 
after every one of them, and by that Means affords ſufficient 'Time 
for writing them down. 

ALso obſerve, that the 2 by this new Method, do, in a 
great Meaſure, ſupply or ſerve inſtead of the foregoing Stops. 

N. B. ThEY who know any thing of Grammar, muſt acknow- 
ledge, that theſe Words called the SIGNS of. the Engliſh Moods, 
Tenſes, and Perſons, with the Particles, and Verb, muſt come in 
every Sentence; becauſe, in every Sentence, there is ſomething ſaid, 
and nothing can be ſaid without a Verb; and that every Verb ſup- 
poſes a Mood.
